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Arts Programs Are Flourishing 
With Strong Community Support

For the year and a half since 
she came here, Nicole DeWald, 
Greenbelt’s lively, creative arts 
coordinator, has been inaugurat- 
ing programs, networking with 
community groups, and causing 
an occasional controversy — all 
in the name of developing “qual- 
ity arts programs that will be 
available on an ongoing basis.” 

DeWald loves her job — that 
much is obvious. 

When she speaks of it her 
eyes shine, her slender body ra- 
diates enthusiasm, and even her 
mass of curly hair seems electri- 
fied by her energy. “It’s a won- 
derful opportunity,” she says. “I 






feel so fortunate! Greenbelt is 
going through a time of growth 
and exploration in the arts, and 
it’s great to be a part of it.” 

The thing she likes best about 
her work, she says, is “the 
breadth. It’s very exciting. It’s 
partly because Greenbelt is still a 
relatively small town. I do have 
support, but I get to be involved 
with diverse people and a range 
of services. I just love that — 
and the open-mindedness of the 
recreation department, the city, 
and the community.” 

A Yankee in Greenbelt 

DeWald grew up in Rockland, 
Massachusetts, a town between

Greenbelt Museum 

The Greenbelt Museum was 
represented by Curator Katie 
Scott-Childress, Barbara Havecost 
and Mary Linstrom. The mu- 
seum proposes a budget of 
$48,500 for FY 2002 and has a 
goal of hiring a part-time volun- 
teer coordinator to do additional 
outreach, especially in schools. 
Budget objectives include an ex- 
hibit on New Deal photography, 
including the museum as part of 
the city’s summer camps, and un- 
dertaking a study in conjunction 
with the American Association of 
Museums. The mayor spoke 
positively of the museum’s work 
on the walking trail guides. She 
noted no vandalism had occurred 
with them.

New England tradition of town 
meetings is still alive and well. 
She is the only child of a “very 
Yankee and very nautical” family. 
Her father was active in the local 
Jaycees, and “I’ always went 
along to events like the Fourth of 
July festival.” 

When she came to Greenbelt 
to interview for her present job, 
she says, “They were setting up 
for the Fourth of July and I 
couldn’t find a parking space. I 
felt right at home.” 

An Active Artist 

Art was “something I always 
did” — and despite her busy 
schedule, it still is. She partici- 
pates in two or three shows a 
year, but she likes not having the 
pressure of trying to make a liv- 
ing as an artist. : 

For the past year she has been 
creating a series of “books,” 
some of them very dense and 
painterly and others made of re- 
cycled plastics and other “found” 
materials. The text is minimal, 
and “mostly drawn from techni- 
cal manuals — I really love mis- 
reading the scientific vernacular. 
The terminoloy can be so sug- 
gestive of other meanings.” For 
DeWald, creating art is a spiritual 
process she tries to approach 
“with humility.” 

State of the Arts 

The “State of the Arts” 2001 
review she has just prepared for 
the City Council crams an admi- 
rable record of solid accomplish- 
ments and planning for the future 
into six closely-typed pages. 
DeWald may be young — “Not 


that young,” she protests; after 


all, she graduated college ten 
years ago, got her master’s two 
years later, and has been working 
in her field ever since — but she 
is definitely an achiever. 

It’s hard to define her role. 
Sometimes she is a hands-on or- 
ganizer and arranger of events 
such as concerts and arts festi- 
vals. Often her role is to encour- 


age and nurture the work of the 


city’s existing, diverse, grass- 
roots arts groups. “A very im- 
portant project this year,’ she 
says, has been to set up a formal 
network of these organizations,

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Preliminary Budget Up 4% 
For Greenbelt Police Dept.

Persistent dispatcher short- 
ages, new state legislation to pro- 
hibit racial profiling, and whether 
to expand the. not-quite-estab- 
lished red-light camera program 
are some of the issues facing the 
Greenbelt City Council and the 
police department in fiscal year 
2002 (FY2002), which begins 
July 1. 

Budget Basics 

The public safety budget con- 
sumes nearly 37 percent of City 
Manager Michael McLaughlin’s 
proposed budget. The budget, 
discussed at a March 25 
worksession, allocates $5.85 mil- 
lion for public safety: $5.69 mil- 
lion of that for the police depart- 
ment. The remaining funds go 
for traffic control (painting of 
street lines, crosswalks and park- 
ing spaces - $72,800), animal 
control ($37,700) and into a re- 
serve for fire equipment 


. ($54,300). 


Staffing 

McLaughlin has proposed in- 
creasing expenditures for the po- 
lice by 4.7 percent over last 
year’s: budget. _Two positions, 
the animal control officer and the 
automation analyst, will be 
shifted to the Department of 
Planning and Community Devel- 
opment, and the Finance Depart- 
ment, respectively. The police 


cadet position, which has been 
vacant for a year, will be elimi- 
nated, and a new executive sec- 
retary position will be created to 
handle the paperwork related to 
the red-light camera program. 

The number of police officers 
will remain unchanged at 53, al- 
though three of those positions 
are currently vacant. Three of 
the eight dispatcher positions are 
also vacant. Police Chief James 
Craze said that the city is find- 
ing it difficult to fill those va- 
cancies. It has experienced 
higher than normal attrition 
among the dispatchers and is re- 
ceiving fewer applications than 
in the past. 

To help increase the city’s 
chances of landing promising 
applicants, the department has 
recently revamped its testing and 
screening program. Lt. Dan 
O’Neill oversaw the team that 
implemented the idea first pro- 
posed by officer Maria Parker. 
The team streamlined the hiring 
process, doing much of the ini- 
tial screening and testing on a 
single day, and succeeded in re- 
ducing what had been a 121-day 
process to a 59-day process. 

However, it is still a daunting 
task. The most recent hiring 
process attracted 109 applica- 
tions. Only 40 of those appli-

GHI to Elect New Board 
At May 16 Annual Meeting

The annual’ meeting of 
Greenbelt Homes, Inc. (GHI) will 
be held on Wednesday, May 16 at 
7:30 p.m. in the Greenbelt Com- 
munity Center. The agenda in- 
cludes introduction of candidates 
for the board and audit commit- 
tee, a review of the past year’s 
accomplishments, awards, and 
presentation and voting on pro- 
posed changes to the bylaws. 
Voting for board and audit com- 
mittee members will take place 
immediately following the meet- 
ing. Voting will continue on 
Thursday from 7 a.m. to 8 p.m. 
in the Community Center. 

Election 

This year there are five vacan- 
cies on the board of directors and 
currently five candidates have filed. 
(GHI members had until 5 p.m. on 
May 9 to submit an application.) 
The candidates include four incum- 
bents — Julia Eichhorst, Betty 
Deitch, Chuck Hess and Susan 


Ready. The fifth candidate is 


Joyce Abell. Keith Jahoda, a long- 
time board member and former 
president of the board, has chosen 
not to run for reelection. 

Three candidates are running 
for the Audit Committee — -Kris 
White, Hopi Auerbach, and Gail 
Alexanderwicz. Auerbach and 
Alexanderwicz are incumbents. 
Current Audit Committee member 
Ray Stevens is not running for 
reelection. The GHI bylaws do 
not allow for election by accla- 


mation; thus voting will take 
place even if there are no addi- 
tional nominations. 

All five positions on the 
Nominations and Elections Com- 
mittee are filled annually at the 
meeting. Three people are seek- 
ing reelection — Andy 
Carruthers, Roger Brown and 
Andy Nitz. A minimum of two 
additional candidates are needed 
and, for this committee, candi- 
dates can be nominated and 
elected at the meeting. (Biogra- 
phies appear on page 6.) 

Bylaw changes 

The only new business on the 
agenda are a few changes to the 
bylaws which will be voted on at 
the meeting. One change clari- 
fies at what point the new direc- 
tors’ terms begin; i.e. “upon cer- 
tification of the election by the 
Nominations and Elections Com- 
mittee.’ Another proposed 
change relates to a not-for-profit 
institution becoming a member. 
A third change describes the ac- 
tion that will occur when there 
are an insufficient number of di- 
rectors elected at the annual . 
meeting. The added wording 
States that “Vacancies on the 
Board of Directors shall be filled 
by the remaining membership of 
the Board, after notice of the va- 
cancies is publicized by the 
Board of Directors and a two 
week period is provided for sub- 
mission of suggested names of 
candidates to the board.” 
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Against Metroland 


‘tected wetland is to survive, 


Last Wednesday, April 25, I at- 
tended an open house meeting 
held at the College Park City 
Hall by Prince Georges County 
Councilman Thomas 
Hendershot. I began to present 
my concerns about the large de- 
velopment proposed _ by 
Metroland Developers, L.L.C. 
for the land between the 
Greenbelt Metro Station and 
Greenbelt Road, called the 
Greenbelt Station Development. 
_ After describing the develop- 
ment as massive and stating that 
the developers were proposing 
two office buildings up to 20 
stories tall on the site, Council- 
man Hendershot stood up and 
interrupted me, telling the audi- 
ence that I was being untruthful 
about the proposed development. 
He stated that I should sit down 
and that he would brief the au- 
dience with the truth about the 
proposal, and proceeded to de- 
scribe the development in glow- 
ing terms. He denied that the 
_ proposal included building limits 
of 20 stories. However, Coun- 
cilman Hendershot was not cor- 
rect. On pages nine and ten of 
the Greenbelt Station conceptual 
site plan, filed with the county 
government, it clearly states that 
on two parcels building height 
limits of 20 stories are pro- 
posed. When I tried to point 
this out from my chair, Council- 
man Hendershot ignored me and 
continued to speak. 

Councilman Hendershot was 
also inaccurate in stating that he 
was responsible for saving 111 
acres of the site by introducing 
the bill to have the state pur- 
chase 75 acres, which it has 
done, and convincing the devel- 
opers to donate 36 acres. How- 
ever, Councilman Hendershot 
neglected to mention that the 
111 acres was saved primarily 
because the Army Corps of En- 
gineers ruled that the land in 
question is sensitive wetlands 


and waters of the U.S. and so is. 


protected under federal law. 
The land was brought to the at- 
tention of Governor Glendening, 
who supported saving the land, 
by a local environmental group, 
Citizens to Conserve and Re- 
store Indian Creek (CCRIC). 
Hendershot also neglected to 
mention the lobbying efforts of 
the cities of College Park and 
Greenbelt in saving the wet- 
lands. 

The councilman went on to 
describe the development in a 
completely positive light, not 
mentioning that the developers’ 
traffic study calls for an addi- 
tional 32,000 car trips per day 
by the year 2005 generated by 
the development, and 60,000 
and 72,000 additional car trips 
generated by 2009 and 2013 re- 
spectively. In addition, the traf- 
fic study states that even with 
improvements, two of the adja- 
cent intersections on Greenbelt 
Road will have a drastic in- 
crease in congestion, with 5,000 
cars per hour at peak times by 
2005. This is not surprising, 
given the scope of the develop- 
ment and the planned 13,000 
car parking garage on the 
former Metro parking lot. He 
also didn’t mention the five lane 
road planned through the site, 
which will damage the wetlands 
through air pollution and runoff, 
and the plans to build up to the 
edge of the Indian Creek 


braided stream, which runs. 








through the site. If the pro- 
there must be a stream buffer 
of at least 100-200 feet. He 
didn’t mention the dramatic in- 
crease in the automobile ex- 
haust which would bé dis- 
charged into Greenbelt, Col- 
lege Park and Berwyn Heights, 
increasing ground level ozone, 
the most irritating and damag- 
ing air poHution component 
for people. 

For all of these reasons, the 
development must be either 
drastically scaled back or 
Shelved if we are to maintain 
our quality of life. It is im- 
portant that people voice their 
views about the development 
through letters to their elected 
officials and by attending pub- 
lic meetings on the proposal, 
which have begun. All those 
interested in the proposed 
Greenbelt Station Development 
are invited to attend an infor- 
mational, fund raising meeting 
at Springhill Lake Elementary 
School in Greenbelt on Tues- 
day, May 15, at 7 p.m.

the Arts and Humanities Coali- 
tion. “Even though this is a 
small community, people often 
aren’t aware of each other's ac- 
tivities. We try to help them 
share resources and coordinate 
their schedules so they don't 
conflict.” 

Some 35 local groups spon- 
sor art programs in Greenbelt, 
ranging from major players like 
the Greenbelt Arts Center, 
Greenbelt movie theater, 
Greenbelt Association for the 
Visual Arts (GAVA), and the 
New Deal Café, to churches, 
schools, clubs, and the library. 
All are welcome to send repre- 
sentatives to the coalition, 
which meets twice each quarter. 

Organizations can also now 
list their programs on the city’s 
new Arts and Humanities Cal- 
endar, a quarterly brochure 
which supplements the recre- 
ation department’s regularly 
published listing of classes and 
events. The brochure is in- 
tended to inform the community 
of the broad range of arts pro- 
gramming available, as well as 
-to help local groups publicize 
their activities. The brochure 
may be picked up in public lo- 
cations around town. 

Controversies 

Not long after arriving in 
Greenbelt, DeWald, perhaps in- 
cautiously, accepted an invita- 


tion to serve on the board of 


the Greenbelt Arts Center 
(GAC). There were those who 
felt this gave GAC an unfair 
advantage in competing with 
other arts groups for city sup- 
port. DeWald denies that this 
was a conflict of interest. 
However,. she now holds only 
an “ex officio” position with 
GAC and is no longer a voting 
member. 

She points out that through 
GAC she was able to meet 
people active in the local per- 
forming arts scene and to be- 
come acquainted with GAC’s 
“great technical resources,” 
which are sometimes drawn on 
by other groups. She also had 
a “valuable in-depth exposure 
to the workings of a community 
non-profit group — to how it is 
in the trenches.” 

Although DeWald believes in 
providing something for every- 
one, she is also dedicated to 
improving the quality of the 
arts in Greenbelt. At times 
this, too, created controversy, 
for there are those who believe 
that preference in all aspects of 
the city’s arts programming 
Should always be given to 
Greenbelt residents, without any 
“judging.” They were less than 
happy when changes were made 
to the application process for 
studios in the Community Cen- 
ter, extending eligibility to all 
residents of Maryland, even 
though Greenbelt artists retain a 
scoring advantage. Last year 
studios were allotted by a dis- 
tinguished panel of artists and 
art educators; this year’s panel 
has not yet been chosen. 

ArtsEmerge Program 

DeWald is working to bring 

world-class creative profession- 


als to town to perform, or dis- ~ 


play their works, and also to 
give talks and workshops so 
that people in the community 
can work with and learn from 
them. | 

For example, the new 
“ArtsEmerge” program brought 
artist Arlette Jassell to the 
Greenbelt Community. Center, 
where she worked with local 
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youth last winter to create reus- 
able outdoor sculptures called 
“The Revellers” for Greenbelt 
New Year. And artist Marilyn 
Banner, whose works are in 
several museum collections, ex- 
hibited in the Community Cen- 
ter gallery and offered a work- 
shop. 

With pride, DeWald points 
out that “this year there has al- 
ways been an art show hanging 
in the gallery,” as well as in 
the Greenbelt Municipal Build- 
ing — a total of 16 visual arts 
exhibitions sponsored by the 
recreation department. Artists 
of local, regional, and national 
stature have been featured. 

More such exceptional 
shows are to be expected in the 
future, as a result of DeWald’s 
campaign of outreach to re- 
gional and state arts organiza- 
tions, as well as her efforts to 
promote Greenbelt as a center 
of the arts. She has been hon- 
ored with an uncommon dual 
appointment to serve on two of 
the Prince George’s County 
Arts Council’s advisory panels. 

The performing arts have not 
been neglected. The City 
Stages performance series has 
brought more than 30 different 
performances to many venues 
in the city. Programs have in- 
cluded both professional and 
community presentations in the- 
ater, puppetry, music, dance, 
and spoken word. 

“One obstacle,” DeWald 
notes, “is that people don’t ex- 
pect to find art of this quality 
in their own backyard. This is 
a problem for all suburban arts 
programs.” 

Artful Afternoons 

DeWald seems determined to 
tackle it. An innovative ap- 
proach .is. the city’s. new pro* 
gram of “Artful Afternoons” at 
the Community Center on the 
first Sunday afternoon of every 
month. These free, monthly 
mini-festivals are an outgrowth 
of the existing Open Studios 
program of the Artists in Resi- 
dence at the Community Cen- 
ter, and have begun to incorpo- 
rate events like dance, music, 
and theater, as well as artist-led 
workshops in various disci- 
plines, and a reception in the 
gallery. 

DeWald hopes that indi- 
vidual Greenbelt artists will re- 
spond to her open invitation to 
bring their own art to the Art- 
ful Afternoons. “I want all art- 
ists to feel welcome,” she says. 

Literary Arts Festival 

Currently DeWald is excited 
about the city’s first Literary 
Arts Festival, a three -day 
event planned for the weekend 
of Greenbelt Day, June 1. 
Well-known authors will give 
readings, and the New Deal 
Café will play host to a Poetry 
Slam, which DeWald describes 
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as “a whirlwind — a wonder- 
fully energetic presentation of 
poetry as performance. Slams 
can be very raucous and often 
very physical. They’re set up 
as competitive events, but in a 
spirit of fun. They’re very in- 
clusive. Winners are deter- 
mined by thunderous applause 
— or by unqualified judges!” 

Poets can bring several po- 
ems and sign up at the door. 
Teenagers are encouraged to 
participate. 

She insists that “you don’t 
have to be an avid reader” to 
enjoy the Literary Arts Festival, 
and is looking for ways to com- 
bine writing with the visual and 
performing arts. 

Instant Tradition 

Will the Literary Arts Festi- 
val become an annual event? 
Quite possibly. 

“In Greenbelt, you do an 
event once and it becomes an 
instant tradition,’ says DeWald, 
giving as examples GAVA’s 
“Videos by Kids” project, re- 
turning for a second year, and 
GAC’s Shakespeare on the 
Green program, which was 
“brought back by popular de- 
mand and is now going into its 
third year of outdoor 
Shakespeare.” 

Summing up the state of the 
arts in Greenbelt in 2001, 
DeWald says, “People should 
not underestimate the resources 
available in this community. 
We do free programming 
throughout the year. We want 
artists and non-artists to feel 
welcome. This isn’t an exclu- 
sive setting by any means. We 
encourage people to come for- 
ward with their creative con- 
cepts and talk through their 
wild ideas.” 


Woodlands Group

to the Prince George’s County 
Health Department’s Alcohol and 
Drug Abuse Prevention Program 
to fund the operation of parent 
training groups in Springhill 
Lake. Noting that there is a 
waiting list for services, she said 
CARES will be taking on a so- 
cial work intern for general assis- 
tance. 

Mayor Davis noted that the 
number of students seeking GEDs 
is going down, to which 
Leventhal responded that the 
GED program has a “very high 
attrition rate” — many people 
becoming discouraged and drop- 
ping out. 

Miscellaneous 

City Manager Michael 
McLaughlin described the 
$20,000 budgeted reserve appro- 
priation for unexpected needs and 
the other reserve budgets set 
aside to be used as needed for 
personnel reclassification, com- 
pensation studies, retirement pay- 
ments and tax abatement interest. 

Cemetery Discussion 

The mayor commended Assis- 
tant to the City Manager David 
Moran on his cemetery options 
report. She also inquired about 
the possibility of creating small 
“urn plots” for families who use 
cremation instead of burial. 

Davis also brought up the 
matter of tree loss at the cem- 
etery, to which Moran com- 
mented that “anything the city 
does with respect to the cemetery 
will involve removing trees”— 
either expansion of the existing 
cemetery or creation of a‘ struc- 
ture to contain urns. The mayor 
asked that he gather basic infor- 
mation on the design of a struc- 
ture to hold 50 to 100 urns so 
that council can see how much 
tree disturbance would take place. 
There may be a work session on 
the cemetery question in the fu- 


ture, she said. 
Other Items 

In connection with the debt 
service budget, McLaughlin told 
council that the city is scheduled 
to be debt-free by the end of fis- 
cal year 2006. While a number 
of new vehicles have been bud- 
geted for, McLaughlin noted, he 
is pleased that equipment pur- 
chases have been deferred where 
possible. Also, instead of replac- 
ing an entire truck, for example, 
the budget calls for replacing 
only a part of a dump truck. 

Replacement of Community 
Center windows is set for 
completion in fiscal year 2002, 
according to the proposed budget. 

City Treasurer Jeffrey Will- 
iams described the Special 
Projects Fund of the budget 
which he created in order to track 
and account for funds and expen- 
ditures set aside for specific pur- 
poses but which may not occur in 
the same fiscal year. 

“Agency Funds” 

The Agency Funds portion of 
the budget was discussed. These 
are funds that are not owned or 
controlled by the city but over 
which the city maintains fiduciary 
responsibility. Included are such 
funds as donations to Greenbelt 
CARES, the Good Samaritan 
fund, and the Adopt-a-Tree and 
(new) Adopt-a-Bench programs.

and civic associations, “provides 
financial assistance to out-of-town 
persons stranded in Greenbelt and 
low-income persons in need of a 
few dollars for gas or groceries.” 

There is also an Emergency 
Assistance fund, which was es- 
tablished “to accept and disburse 
donations received to assist 


Greenbelt residents with needs 


greater than can be handled by 
the Good Samaritan fund. Typi- 
cally, a portion of an individual’s 
rent is paid directly to the 
apartment’s owner.” According 
to the proposed budget, “approxi- 
mately a dozen individuals re- 
ceive assistance each fiscal year 
from these funds.” 

The mayor requested that pub- 
licity be given to these funds at 
least every two years.

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Boys and Girls Club Head 
Faulted on Team Sign-up

Problems within the Greenbelt 
Boys and Girls Club have led to 
a special meeting to be held on 
Monday, June 4 to deal with the 
future of club President James 
Green. Elena Mendoza, the soft- 
ball commissioner and member of 
the club, wrote a petition for the 
meeting that was distributed at 
the May 1 board meeting. The 
group intends to push for Green’s 
removal at the meeting. Nearly 
100 members had signed the pe- 
tition, according to Mendoza. 

“This petition and special 
meeting have the primary focus 
of getting things back on track,” 
said Mendoza. “Somebody has to 
stand up and straighten this mess 
out.” 

The main grievance that led to 
the petition was the lack of a 
baseball or softball program this 
year within the Boys and Girls 
Club. Green and other board 
members, who are not paid in 
their positions, hold that they of- 
fered three registration dates to 
establish these programs, but that 
not one person signed up on any 
day. Mendoza and other mem- 
bers of the club expressed con- 
cern that there was not enough 
publicity about the registration 
to attract interested parties. 
Mendoza said she has since be- 
gun a 16 and under baseball 
league in Greenbelt outside of 
the Greenbelt Boys and Girls 
Club. 

“I have a long list of boys and 
girls who. want to play baseball 
and softball,” Mendoza told the 
board. “Most had to go out of the 
area to play their sport. We want 
a special meeting to discuss this 
and a lot of other issues that we 
hope will be brought out at the 
meeting.” 

According to Green, Mendoza 
was elected softball commissioner 
at an April 3 board meeting. 

Mendoza had run the softball 
program in past years. Green 
says that the board advised her 
that she had a short deadline to 
get girls registered for softball 
because the registration deadline 
through the Prince George’s 
County Boys and Girls Club was 
coming near. 

“We immediately set up two 
days for baseball and softball reg- 
istration, on April 9 and 11, spe- 
cifically,” Green said. “We also 
had a registration for all sports on 
April 21 where girls and boys 
could register for any sport, in- 
cluding baseball and softball.” 

“Not one person signed up for 
either baseball or softball on ei- 
ther of the three days,” Green 
said. “I stayed for three hours on 
each day, and not one person 
showed up!” 

Old Rosters 

Green, who ts also the football 
commissioner of the club, said 
that commissioners usually call 
coaches to get rosters and call 
previous players to let them know 
of registration times. Mendoza 
said that she usually obtained ros- 
ters from previous membership 
chairman Mel Scites, but that 
since his firing, there has not 
been one board member respon- 
sible for handling all the records, 
and that there was no way to get 
access to the rosters. 

Because of the low turnout for 
registration, Green said he gave 
both commissioners the opportu- 
nity to get an extension through 
the Prince George’s County Girls 
and Boys Club. Chuck Lease, 
the baseball commissioner, got an 
extension but still was unable to 


get enough kids to register. 

“I went to the county offices 
and picked up the lists of previ- 
ous people who had played, but 
the lists didn’t have any contact 
information,” Lease said. “I of- 
fered to be called directly, but I 


couldn’t get into the phone sys- 


tem. Supposedly there was ad- 
vertising, but usually people will 
come if you give them notice in 
advance. ” 

Miscommunication 

“There was a lot of miscom- 
munication,” he stated, “I guess 
we'll wait until next year.” 

Several parents who attended 
the May | meeting contended that 
the Babe Ruth league has taken 
many players from the program, 
but that interest was there to field 
teams. 

“There wasn’t any advertis- 
ing,” said Mendoza, “There was a 
small ad in the Greenbelt News 
Review advertising registration for 
all sports, and those who don’t 


read the News Review were, 


locked out. They had to go play 
outside of Greenbelt.” 

The Boys and Girls Club did 
put up signs and banners advertis- 
ing the sports registration, but 
many of the parents who pre- 
sented the petition complained 
that it was too little, too late. 


“There was a little sign that was 


put up ... these kids really do 
want to play,” Mendoza said. 
“They screwed up!” 

Mailings? 

Mendoza said that mailings 
used to be sent to everyone on 
previous rosters for sports notify- 
ing them of the yearly registra- 
tions, but that since Green has 
taken the position as president, 
the mailings have stopped. 

Mendoza said that club mem- 
bers intend to bring up other is- 
sues at the special meeting, in- 
cluding the frequent firing of 
coaches and commissioners such 
as Scites and soccer coach Tim 
Murphy. She said that the han- 
dling of the budget and the issue 
of the phone line for the 
Greenbelt Boys and Girls Club 
needed to be addressed as well. 
“No one returns calls,” she said. 

The Greenbelt Boys and Girls 
Club’s bylaws state that a special 
meeting can either be called by 
request of the president or by the 
board. Green stated that al- 
though a petition does not tech- 
nically mean they have to hold 
a special meeting, he has called 


one anyway to discuss the is- 


sues and address the concerns 
of members. 
Notice 
Only active members of the 
club for the calendar year — 
those who are registered for 
spring soccer — will receive no- 
tice of the meeting by mail. The 
meeting will be open to all mem- 
bers, the board said. 

Mendoza said that although the 
entire board is at fault for many 
of the problems, “James Green is 
the one in charge.” 

“He needs to make sure that 
people under him do their jobs,” 
she said. | 

Leo McKay, who previously 
had coached soccer and basket- 
ball, attended the May | meeting 
as well. 

“That they volunteer their time 
is great,” McKay said of the 
board, “But they need to learn to 
mend their ways .. 
bend, they'll break.” 

“If they do it the right way, 
I'm all for them,” McKay said, 
“They’re the ones putting the 
time in.”

APB Reviews Traffic Survey |‘

How will development at the 
Greenbelt Metro station affect traffic? 

At the Advisory Planning Board 
meeting on May 2, Celia Craze, di- 
rector of planning and community 
development, handed out a brief re- 
port from a city consultant on pos- 
sible traffic impacts if Greenbelt 
Station development comes to frui- 
tion. Called “preliminary,” the 
three-page document was prepared 
by Brian Collins, formerly with 
Greenhorne & O’Mara and now an 
engineer with the RBA Group. 

Collins’ report responds to a 
March 29 traffic study submitted in 
support of the proposed develop- 
ment. His preliminary study ana- 
lyzes the circumstances and as- 
sumptions on which the developers’ 
projections were based; a fuller re- 
port is expected shortly. 

Flaws 

An overriding flaw in the devel- 
opers’ presentation, Collins says, is 
that the traffic count on which it is 
based was taken on the Thursday 
preceding the Labor Day 2000 
weekend. Although schools were 
then in session, he notes, the forth- 
coming holiday weekend may very 
well have “distorted” the data. 

The report also highlights a sec- 
ond flaw in the data collection pro- 
cess: While the Greenbelt Station 
development was projected to gen- 
erate some 280 afternoon peak hour 
trips south from the intersection of 
Cherrywood and Kenilworth, the 
impact of this extra traffic on the 
intersection of Kenilworth Avenue 
with Crescent Road and the en- 
trance to the State Highway Admin- 
istration offices was overlooked. 
“These trips will pass through or 
turn” at that point, Collins notes. 

Development Timing 

According to Collins, the 
Greenbelt Station traffic analysis 
assumes completion of an inter- 
change from the Beltway providing 
access to the projected upscale de- 
velopment. However, he believes 
that much of the development 
“would likely precede these im- 
provements” and therefore he fo- 
cuses on probable overloads on city 
streets as business picks up in the 
growing development. (He takes

Nor can sug- 
gested improvements (additional 
turning lanes) on Cherrywood at 
Greenbelt Road be taken for 
granted, he notes, because of issues 
of rights-of-way and access to ad- 
jacent property. Even if the 


Beltway interchange is constructed, — 


including an assumed connection to 
the USDA property and Sunnyside 
Avenue, the additional traffic vol- 
ume projected for I-95 and the 
ramps will lead to conditions con- 
gested enough that drivers seeking 
alternative means of ingress and 
egress will increase the traffic on 
adjacent city streets, he predicts. 
Trip Generation Rates 
Collins also notes an inconsistency 
in the underlying assumptions used in 
the developers’ report: While it ac- 
cepts the figures projected for previ- 
ously approved developments in the 
area (Capital Office Park and Gate- 
way Park), which depend on a for- 
mula used by the Maryland-National 
Capital Park and Planning Commis- 
sion, it uses a different formula cre- 


ated by the Institute of Transportation _ 


Engineers for its own projections of 
future traffic volumes. M-NCPPC 
rates “generally yield higher volumes 
of traffic generation for office and re- 
tail uses” than those of ITE, Collins 
notes. 

Internal Traffic 


was not included in the developers’ 
traffic study which it addresses ~ is 
a proposal in the Conceptual Site 


Plan presented to the county on | 


March 15 that shows a north-south 
road connecting the northern por- 
tion of the development (the Metro 
station and parking lot area) with 
the southern portion (the current A. 
H. Smith property). At the south 
end, this proposed new road would 
carry traffic from within the devel- 
opment to eastbound Greenbelt 
Road by means of an overpass.

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Babe Ruth in Greenbelt 
Is a Growing Success

Expanded baseball and softball 
programs under the national Babe 
Ruth league have been brought to 
Greenbelt, and their success is 
drawing more local competitors 
to their ranks every year. 

Fifteen years ago Greenbelt 
had only one team in the senior 
league of boy’s baseball of the 
Babe Ruth league. Since then, 
the age 18-and-under team has 
been joined by an age 15-and-un- 
der junior league, and an age 13 
league. And last summer 
Greenbelt helped usher in a new 
fast-pitch girls’ softball league 
with an age 18-and-under league 
and a 14-and-under league. Next 
year, Babe Ruth intends to add a 
12-and-under league as well, ac- 
cording to Kelly Ivy, who helped 
found the softball leagues. 

“There weren’t enough teams 
for leagues in Prince George’s 
County that could accommodate 
my daughters,” said Ivy, who has 
17-year-old, 15-year-old, and 13- 
year-old daughters who all play 
softball, “I’m not going to stand 
for that.” 

Ivy had previously coached 
baseball and softball with the 
Greenbelt Boys and Girls Club 
and the Catholic Youth Organiza- 
tion. When he decided to estab- 
lish a softball league, he decided 
that there were not enough facili- 
ties in Greenbelt to hold a large- 
scale softball league. 

Increased Numbers 

Since founding the Babe Ruth 
league, he has increased the num- 
ber of teams to 11 in the 18-and- 
under league and four in the 14- 
and-under, drawing competitors 
all the way from Bethesda, 
Chevy Chase, and the District of 
Columbia. 

The baseball leagues draw 
eight to 10 teams for the senior 
league, 10 to 12 teams for the 
junior league, and four to eight 
teams for the age 13 league. The 
junior league was added about 
six years ago and the age 13 
league was added about three 
years ago, according to Bob 
Sonneveldt, who is the president 
of both the Greenbelt Babe Ruth 
and Prince George’s County Babe 
Ruth leagues. 

No Jurisdictions 

Ivy contributes Babe Ruth’s 
success to the fact that the teams 
do not have jurisdictions. Any 
resident of the county can play 
on any team, which “keeps the 
coaches humble,” he said. 


Rabies Clinics Now 


State law requires that all cats, 
dogs and ferrets be vaccinated 
against rabies by four months of 
age, and that shots be kept cur- 
rent thereafter. A clinic will be 
held on Saturday, May 12, from 
10 a.m. to 1 p.m. at Greenbelt 
Middle School, 8950 Edmonston 
Rd. The cost is $5 per vaccina- 
tion, and participants are asked to 
bring exact change. Licenses will 
be sold at fees of $5 per license 
for altered pets; $25 for unal- 
tered. 

The first shot is good for one 
year. After receiving the second 
Shot, a dog or cat must be revac- 
cinated at least every three years. 
A ferret must be revaccinated ev- 
ery year. 

The Prince George’s County 
Health Department points out that 
10,000 unwanted and homeless 
cats and dogs must be euthanized 
every year in the county alone. 





“Nobody is stuck on a team” 
he said, “If you are a bad coach, 
the girls won’t come back.” 

The lack of jurisdictions 
means that kids from school can 
play on the same team no matter 
where they live, even so much 
that high school softball teams 
keep their groups intact over the 
summer competition, Ivy said. 
Babe Ruth, which is a national 
organization based out of New 
Jersey, has rules that set roster 
sizes, so players must try out for 
spots, said Sonneveldt. 

“The girls come in groups, and 
we can usually accommodate 
them all,” Ivy said, “It promotes 
friendship, and the kids have a 
blast. We’re getting pretty popu- 
lar.” 

Ivy also noted that all the 
coaches and commissioners 
jointly run the league. “Changes 
have to be made by everybody 
involved,” he said, “One person 
can’t make big changes.” 

Competition 

Teams from Prince George’s 
County Babe Ruth can compete 
within the county, and an All-Star 
team may be assembled to com- 
pete within the state, the region, 
and eventually, if they make it, to 
an all-expense paid trip to the 
World Series, Sonneveldt said. 
“Our boys here in Prince 
George’s County have made trips 
to the World Series. We have 
good programs here... Prince 
George’s County is very active in 
Babe Ruth, and we will continue 
to expand.” 

“The Babe Ruth program here 
is one of the best in the states,” 
Ivy said, noting that the softball 
program recently participated in 
the regional tournament in New 


Jersey, coming in third out of 
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eight teams, and has been fea- 
tured on local news channels and 
cable networks. 

“T’ve been very lucky with 
the coaches and people in- 
volved,” he said. “Everybody’s 
been really great”

Cuts in COPS Program 
May Affect Greenbelt 


Congressman Steny Hoyer 
rode along with Greenbelt po- 
lice officers on April 18 to dis- 
cuss how President Bush’s cuts 


‘to the successful. and popular 


Community Oriented Policing 
Services program (COPS) 
would affect their department. 

The Greenbelt Police De- 
partment has received $375,000 
in grants since the program’s 
inception in 1994, which has 
allowed the department to hire 
the equivalent of five new po- 
lice officers. Four of these of- 
ficers staff the Community Bi- 
cycle Officers division, which 
patrols Greenbelt’s neighbor- 
hoods by bike and was made 
possible by grants from the 
COPS program. Congressman 
Hoyer met with two of these 
officers to ride along on their 
beat to see first-hand how com- 
munity policing benefits 
Greenbelt. 

President Bush’s budget pro- 
poses a 17 percent cut in 
COPS funding ($182 million), 
which will have an impact on 
Maryland police departments. 

Since 1994, the COPS pro- 
gram has funded over 110,000 
officers, through grants to more 
than 12,000 law enforcement 
agencies, covering 87 percent 
of the country. The state of 
Maryland has received over 
$169 million in grants and 
2,566 new police officers (or 
the equivalent) have been put 
on the streets. 

In February, Hoyer joined 33 
other members of Congress in 
sending a letter to President 
Bush urging him to maintain 
funding for the COPS program. 
Hoyer stated, “Unfortunately, 
President Bush... has chosen to 
ignore the overwhelming evi- 
dence that shows this program 
is worthy of receiving support 
from his administration. I will 
continue to fight for this pro- 
gram every step of the way.”

cants showed up for testing, 
however, and just nine of them 
passed the initial written and 
physical tests, and pre-back- 
ground interview. Nonetheless, 
O’Neill said that his goal is to 
fill the seven current vacancies 
by July 31. 

Greenbelt is not alone in 
having a shortage of dispatch- 
ers. Craze said that the Mu- 
nicipal Police Chiefs Associa- 
tion of Prince George’s County 
is beginning to explore the pos- 
sibility of establishing a central 
communications network for 
municipalities. 

Red-Light Cameras 

The city has moved a little 
closer to implementing its red- 
light camera program: most of 
the poles for the cameras have 
been installed. However, the 
cameras have not yet been de- 
livered. The city still hopes to 
have the cameras operational 
sometime in May. 

Councilmember Edward Putens 
again pressed Treasurer Jeffrey 
Williams and McLaughlin to in- 
crease their estimates of rev- 
enue from the cameras. How- 
ever, McLaughlin reminded him 
that council decided to pay the 
cost of the cameras and instal- 
lation up-front, rather than pay 
a larger cut of the ticket rev- 
enue. Thus, the city must col- 
lect approximately $150,000 
before it actually makes any 
money from the program. 

Racial Profiling 

Recently passed state legisla- 
tion requires departments to 
track the race/ethnicity of those 
they stop. Although Craze as- 
sured council that he had never 
seen officers using profiling in 
Greenbelt, he had some con- 
cerns about this legislation. 
Craze worried that it makes no 
adjustment for the areas a de- 
partment serves. Departments 
in majority African-American 
Prince George’s County, he 
noted, would stop a higher pro- 
portion of African-Americans 
than would officers in other ju- 
risdictions. Even the professor 
who will be overseeing the sta- 
tistics gathered under this law, 
Craze said, shared some of 
these concerns. 

In response to council ques- 
tions, Craze said that the of- 
ficer making the stop would vi- 
sually determine the race/ 
ethnicity of the person without 
asking the person involved. 
Davis and Councilmember 
Rodney Roberts questioned the 
accuracy of such assessments, a 
concern shared by Craze. 

More Cameras 

The city could soon have 
red-light cameras, video cam- 
eras in police cars and more 
surveillance cameras in public 
places. During the next fiscal 
year, Craze’s staff will be 
evaluating in-car video cam- 
eras. The tapes would be use- 
ful in preparing cases for court 
and in evaluating officers’ con- 
duct, said Craze. 

Video cameras in Roosevelt 
Center have worked very well, 
according to the chief, and are 
being considered in two other 
locations — the Gladys Noon 
Spellman Overpass over the 
Baltimore- Washington Parkway 
and the restroom facility 
planned for Buddy Attick Park. 
The camera at the park is al- 
ready included in the budget. 

Calls vs. Reports 

Statistics on the number of 
calls for service (up 74 percent 
since 1996) and the number of 











police reports filed (down 8 
percent since 1996) were ques- 
tioned by both Mayor Judith 
Davis and Councilmember Alan 
Turnbull. Both wanted to know 
why the two statistics were not 
more consistent. Craze said 
that, contrary to public percep- 
tion, most police calls involve 
conflict resolution rather than 
crimes. For these, officers 
more often make a referral than 
an arrest, and do not write a re- 
port. The department’s commu- 
nity oriented policing programs, 
he said, are making citizens 
more familiar, and comfortable, 
with the police, and hence gen- 
erating more calls for service. 

Similarly, Turnbull asked 
why the number of traffic sum- 
mons had dropped 44 percent 
during the same time period 
(1996 - 2000) that traffic acci- 
dents increased by | percent. 
Craze said if an officer discov- 
ers drugs, or finds that a war- 
rant has been isSued for the 
driver, the officer will make an 
arrest based upon the more se- 
rious charge and will not issue 
a traffic citation. 

The high call volume for pa- 
trol officers has also reduced 
the time they have available for 
traffic enforcement. Turnbull 
asked Craze why, then, he had 
not come to council seeking to 
beef up the city’s traffic en- 
forcement capabilities. 

Part-time Officers? 

Putens suggested hiring re- 
tired officers on a part-time ba- 
sis. Craze was not interested in 
part-time officers. The city 
would have to equip them at 
significant expense, (including 
expanding the city’s fleet of po- 
lice cars) and provide continu- 
ing training, he noted. In ad- 
dition, other chiefs he contacted 
who had part-time officers had 
found the part-time officers 
costly and difficult to schedule, 
and did not recommend them to 
other departments. Although 
Putens envisioned these officers 
as solely for traffic enforce- 
ment, Craze argued that the 
department’s priority need is for 
patrol officers and that, if part- 
time officers were hired, they 
would end up running calls.
